Peterborough Numismatic Association Woods 
shared by David Bawcutt 


At a recent Oshawa & District Coin Club meeting | purchased three different Peterborough Numismatic Association Show 
woods. | started to go through Peterborough after my uncle purchased a cottage near Bancroft in the early 1970's. 


The Peterborough Club was founded in 1951 and their Junior Club was the first one to issue a wood to raise funds for 
their many activities. Paul Johnson was one of the people to form the club in 1970. They were junior members from 15-20 
year olds who were also members of the senior club who had meetings in senior member’s homes mid-way between the 
senior club meetings. Their meeting consisted of trading coins, an auction and a guest speaker from a senior member. 
Paul Johnson and Colin Caldwell from the Club are still active members of the Club today. The club was active for 3 years 


and they produced a wood in 1970 and 1971. 


There were also three unofficial woods made by the company in the U.S. that made their two woods. The Centennial 
fountain which was built in 1966-1967 in Litthe Lake shoots 250 feet in the air from 10 a.m. - 12 p.m. from mid-May to 
Mid-October and is lights up from dusk to 12 p.m. is on the reverse of the two woods. All woods are round and 38 mm in

Some of the information for this article is from “Canadian Wooden Money Token and Souvenirs” by Norman E. Wells 
printed in 1979. Norm lived in Peterborough and was a chartered member of CAWMC, a member of the Peterborough 
Numismatic Society, the C.N.A., the O.N.A. and many other Clubs. His first wood was to commemorate his book “Toronto 
Industrial Exhibition, medals and Tokens” published in 1975. Since there was no date on the wood he imprinted 100 of 
the 500 with the date June 1975. Norm wrote a column “Canadian Wood Chips” in in Canadian Coin News in 1976 and 
1977 on Canadian wooden money and issued his second wood for this in 1977. His third and fourth woods were issued 
for his first and second edition of Canadian Wooden Money, Tokens and Souvenirs book. He issued about 15 woods from 


1975 to 1985.

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All future Club woods had a common reverse of the Peterborough Lift Locks and only the colour changed between issues. 
All issues had a common colour both sides except for the 1985 wood the obverse was green. The lift locks were built in 
1904 and are Lock # 21 of the Trent Severn waterway. They are the highest hydraulic boat lifts in the world reaching 
19.8m. There are boat cruises that take you from Little Lake and go up and down the locks. 


The Club issued their first wood to promote a coin show at the Holiday Inn on April 30, 1977. They were black both sides 
in a quantity of 600. Their next wood issued was for the coin show at the Holiday Inn on May 13, 1978. The quantity was 
reduced to 500 and it was printed blue both sides. The catalogue # 5/15-008-3 wood was issued in 1979 to celebrate 
Peterborough Week June 9-16, 1979 and it was not connected to a coin show. Their next show was on May 10, 1980 at 
the Holiday Inn and the wood was green two sides in a quantity of 500. The Club first joined the O.N.A. in May 1964 and 
rejoined in 1979. They were the host Club of the 1983 convention which was held at the Rock Haven Motel and 
Convention Centre in Peterborough. The reverse of the 21st convention medal had a drawing of the hydraulic lift lock. In 
1984 their coin show and banquet was called a Coin Bash with John Regitko as the guest speaker. Their shows in 1985 
and 1986 were held at the Peterborough Square. There were no woods issued after 1986 but | have attended some of 
their yearly coin shows at Portage Place Shopping Centre on Chemong Road. There have been no shows for about the last 
three years because they are like other Clubs who have a hard time getting volunteers to help run a coin show. 


There were some woods issued in Peterborough but not by the Peterborough Numismatic Association. The 1980 Ontario 
Summer Games were held in Peterborough, Ontario from August 22nd to the 25th. The Games are a provincial festival of 
sports specifically designed to promote the healthy development of amateur sports across Ontario. In the 1980 games, 
there were 2,300 participants involved in 21 different sporting events. The events ranged from softball, soccer, track and 
field, and wrestling to canoeing, golf, lacrosse, lawn bowling, and waterskiing. There were 3 different woods made for the 
games. This one below is catalogue # 5/15 018A. Another wood issue was by Paul Johnson in a quantity of 100 for his 
AOyears in Numismatics which started in Peterborough so he also used the lift locks on his wood.

The International Police Coin & Stamp Club 
(with some reference to the ONA The Numismatist Vol. 18, September, 1978) 


The official crest of the International Police Coin & Stamp Club (IPCSC) shows the United 
Nations flag in the field and around are the words identifying the club. This club was formed by 
William Gage and William Buckner in 1962. Members of this club were serving police officers 
throughout the world, with most belonging to the International Police Association (IPA). 


Members meetings originally were held at a community centre located at 5090 Yonge Street in 
Toronto (Willowdale). Later the club ceased holding meetings except for executive meetings 
held in different places. The club’s first guest Soeaker was Cale Jarvis (Toronto) who gave the 
club huge support and encouragement in the founding and early growth years. The newsletter 
the club produced was distributed to members around the world (reaching into 121 free 
countries). The club no longer exists, but is fine of the fine history and overall structure of the 
IPA. The Toronto chapter of the IPCSC held two shows two years apart ( 1st Willowdale—Toronto 
and Alliston-Simcoe County near Barrie). For the first show (held in Willowdale), no wooden 
nickels were produced by the members, however for the second show there was a wood with 
club’s insignia is inside a flag is on the reverse, while the obverse has the club’s name and 
show _ information. There were only 25 of these nickels issued and none are known to exist 
today, except by the owner of the Norman Wells collection (as back in 1978, Norman was the 
only person known to have one of these woods). Well who bought Normal Wells’ collection? 


The 45mm wooden token below (5060-001), was part of Albert Kasman’s collection that your 
Editor purchased—so can we assume Albert Kasman bought Norman’s collection or are there 
two of these woods known to exist? Norm Belsten says my wood is another copy, so there must 
be 2 in existence. Below left is the Kasman wood, below right is the Norm’s catalogue wood 
image. 








Although the IPA is huge now and holds meetings and events in many countries throughout the 
world, none on this year’s (nor last year’s) calendar indicates anything to do with collecting 
coins and stamps. As well, the history of IPA makes no reference to the IPSCC, so your Editor 
concludes it was not a formal part of the IPA organization. Other than the 1978 article, there is 
virtually no information to raise about this club. 


Since the wood has the United Nations flag on it, your Editor also searched 
through the UN library and programmes, and also could not find a 
connection of the UN with the IPCSC. 





Your Editor is not convinced this was an international club, but feels it was a Toronto based club 
organized by members of local chapter of the IPA who happened to be members of the ONA. 
Note that in 1978 William (Bill) Gage of Shanty Bay was the ONA Bourse Chairman and Editor of 
The Numismatist, and he supplied Norman Wells with the information on this wood for the 
Norman E. Wells Canadian Wooden Money catalogue (which your Editor has one signed by the 
author). As well, there was an ONA member Charles “William” Buckner (Toronto) at that time. 
Your Editor believes the reference to International was because this group was formed by 
people who were in the IPA, but there’s no evidence of international membership, and the 
newsletter referred to, appears to be the IPA newsletter which goes into over 120 countries, not 
a specific publication of the IPCSC. The IPA is a social group, fundraisers, conventions, hobbies 
and sports are common articles. Likely the IPCSC submitted news and articles to the 
publication.
